The Institute opened by eihging "Labor 
On" and "Bringing In tbe Sheaves." 
Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Mr H. K. Gabby. Immediately the In 
stitute proceeded to take up the work ol 
the day. A discussion of "The School" 
was first entered into, "The Child" re- 
ceiving tbo first attention, then "Tbe 
Teacher." Tbe following points were 
touched upon relative to "The Child" 
a— "Knowledge When He Enters;" b- 
"Btl Environments;" c-"Uis Views ol 
Punishment. d— "Mental Activity.' 
Messrs. Gabby, Thomas and Chandler, 
Miss Chambers, Mrs. Eckman and others 
took part in tbe discussion. 

The 'Life and Habits of the Teacher' 
received the greatest amount of consul 
eration by the Institute, especially his 
personal habits Mr. T. V Chandlt 
was present and gave quite an interesting 
talk. Miss Chambers, Miss Ooddard and 
Messrs. flicks, Turnipseed, Berry and 
other teachers made some splendid po 
The tobacco-using teachers heard many 
mean things said about them. 

Previous to the noon hour a debate was 
held, tbe question being: Resolved, 
That No Illiterate Should Be Allowed to 
Vote." The affirmative side was taken 
by Messrs. Keganstine and Sousley, tht 
negative by Messrs. Gabby and Degman 
A vote of the house being taken showed 
a majority of four in favor of the afflrma 
tive. The negative strongly presented 
their side of the question, and had th 
vote been taken on the arguments pn 
duced instead of the question itself, they 
would have very probably won. 

The subjects of "Reading.'' "Spelling" 
and "Writing" occupied the afternoon. 
A majority of the teachers expressed 
themselves as believing "Beading 1 
the most important branch and the most 
poorly taught. Various definitions i 
"Heading" were given. Prof. Lumley' 
definition was as follows "Reading 
the art of conveying to our minds, and 
to the mieds of others, the thought, feel- 
ing and sentiment found in tbe verse." 
Mr. Conley thought that "Reading,' 
"Writing" and "Spelling" should oe 
taught together, because one facilitates 
the other. Various methods of teaching 
"Reading 1 were given, the Word Method 
finding favor with the largest number. 
Prof. Lumley thought that reading In 
an unnatural tone is caused by the 
teacher, and he had quite a number of 
supporters. Oiher views on the question 
were presented. A unanimous at 
was reached that wrong reading is due to 
a failure in word mastering. 

Prof. Lumley said, "Every one should 
strive to cultivate a love for good reading 
and a love for good literature." Ho paid 
glowing tributes to The Pathfiuder and 
Youth's Companion as school-room 
journals. Toward the close of the 
afternoon the subject of Spelling re- 
ceived careful attention A wide differ- 
ence of opiniou was manifested with re- 
gard to improvement in spelling. Many 
thought that tbe spellers of tbe "old 
blue back" school were superior to those 
of today. Mr. Berry said that in his 
opiniou there was an improvement in 
pelliug and it was due to the increased 
scope of the curriculum Mr Chandler 
branded tbe old way of spelling as 
"mechanical, the new way has its effect . " 
At tbe request of Mr. flicks Prof. Lum- 
ley read and commented on an editorial 
in a recent issue of The Southern School, 
pertaining to a reform in spelling. Be- 
fore adjournment tor the day Superin- 
tendent Blatterman appointed commit 
to draft resolutions of respect in 
ory of Miss flattie Owens and Miss 
W Mi-Daniel, the committee for the I 
formtr being Miss Maude Adair, Miss 
Anna Uudson aud Mr W C. Slye; the 
latter.

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Hxnbt Cliws the financier continues 
to write ably in regard to National af- 
fairs. In his lant contribution to cur- 
rent history he says the war has left on 
our hands some serious problems, which 
from this time forward must largely 
occupy public attention. It is difficult 
to define the changes with eiactnees 
until after the completion of the labors 
of the Peace Commission. The point, 
however, on which there is most cer- 
tainty is that Porto Rico will become a 
part of the dominions of the Tnited 
states. The disposal to be finally made 
of Cuba cannot at present be foreseen 
but the first step may be expected to be 
provisional.- placing the inhabitants in 
a state of probation with a view 
certalnlng their capacity for peaceful 
self-government, and this tutelage being 
conducted under the auspices and pi 
tectlon of the Tutted States. Should 
that experiment result satisfactorily our 
Government would doubtless be disposed 
.Jo respect the terms of our Declaration 
of War by giving Cuba independence 
under a United States protectorate. 

By far the most difficult question, 
however, is the disposition to be made 
of the Philippine Islands, In respect to 
which nothing is definitely stipulated. 
Legal opinion appears to incline to the 
view that the recent victories of General 
Mebhitt will not change the termB spe- 
cified in the Peace Protocol. However 
this may be, it rests in our power to 
make whatever disposal of the islands 
we may please; for shonld the Spanish 
Commissioners refuse to accept our de- 
mands the peace conference wonld be a 
failure, hostilities would be resumed and 
oar arms wonld accomplish what Spain 
had refused to grant on the pretense 
that we had conquered only a small part 
of the territory. At present the Presi- 
dent appears to be still waiting for full 
evidence of the sentiment of the Ameri- 
can people on this question of annexa- 
tion. Probably his personal disposition 
disinclines him to appropriate the whole 
group of islands; but at the same time 
he may be expected to follow the course 
to which the majority of public opinion 
points. 

Privats wishes and opinions apart, 
there seems to be no doubt, from the 
open symptoms of public opinion, that 
while many men of sober and conserva- 
tive judgment are opposed to anything 
beyond soma small acquisitions for 
strategic purposes, yet a considerable 
majority of the people at large are en- 
tertaining a positive feeling In favor ef 
annexing the entire arcbepelago. It 
seems quite probable, therefore, that 
this may be finally onr demand in the 
Pari* Conference. 

These prospective events are destined 
to aroose a deep interest in the public 
mind far the next few months, holding

changes In party policies. It is to be 
hoped that the occnpatlon of the public 
mind with questions that appeal 
fundamental principles of government 
and to our highest National ambitions 
may have an elevating effect npon the 
spirit of National politics and lead to 
higher conceptions of our country's des- 
tiny and to loftier ideas of the duties 
and responsibilities of statesmanship. 

In the introduction of these new ele 
ments into the National spirit and life, 
however, Mr. Clews sees nothing that 
is calculated to create any distrusts or 
to retard the currents of trade or to 
place any check upon the great National 
revival that has set In through every 
department of business. Indeed, the 
direct tendency of these new elements is 
to stimulate National activity and con 
fidence. Hitherto the Nation has been 
a measure restrained by a sort of self- 
distrust arising from the fact that its 
strength has not been fairly measured 
by foreign forces. The four months of 
hostilities with a European power has 
revealed a resource which ranks us with 
the most potent Powers and shows that 
we have nothing to fear as to our abil- 
ity to protect our interests against what 
eomes. This establishes a new 
basis of National confidents, affords a 
new guaranty of our National credit and 
adds to the value of all our forms of 
public securities. This view has not 
yet had its full effect in the financial 
markets; its complete result is likely 
come through an increased foreign de- 
mand for ou r investments.

United States Now Baving Her First War- 
ship Bnilt Abroad. 



The cruiser Albany, now building at 
the Armstrong works at Elswick, New 
Castle on Tyne, England, will be the 
first vessel ever constructed abroad 
practically for the United States Navy, 
although several vessels now in the 
service were purchased outside of this 
try as an emergency war measure. 
The new ship at present consists only of 
a complete set of frames upon which 
plating has barely begun and u few cast 
ings for engines. The Albany was in this

All histories that are printed of the Ha- 
waiian Republic fail to tell of the interest- 
ing story connected with the adoption of 
the flag of that country. The incident 
bears not a little romance and shows in a 
way the ingenuity of the natives. The 
adoption of the emblem dates back twen- 
ty five years, when the country was still a 
archy and Eing Eamehameha U. 
was on the throne. The country was con- 
tinually visited by the warships of the 
different Nations of the world, and the 
ruler of the Unwaiians had a difficult time 
to keep his little land from baing seized 
by some foreign power. 
The story is handed down by posterity. 
The exact date of the occurrence it not 
known, though it was in the year 1973 
The Eing of the 'Key to the Pacific" 
awoke one morning to find a Kreuch war- 
ship anchored safely In the harbor of 
Honolulu He became alarmed at the pros- 
pect of conquest, and sent at once for 
his Prime Minister He was advised by 
him to run up a flag and show the visitors 
that the country belonged to some one and 
was not a no man's land to be pillaged at 
Will by the Urst foreigners who came 
along. The King, heeding the advice, 
cast about tor a piece of bunting to repre 
sent his Nation and fell upon an old Brit- 
ish flag. This he had run up to the top of 
hit highest flag pole. 

The bunting had hardly bad time to 
unfurl ittelf to the breeze when one of 
the chief adviten of the King came run 
ning to him and told him that he would 
have to take the flag down, at the flrtt 
thing he knew if be did not an English 
man of war that was eipected at the is-

It was decided that it would be better 
to have only eight stripes, representing 
the eight islands of the Nation.

Soon after the adoption of this flag the 
whites, who had begun to settle on the 
island, came more and more into power 
each year, until, as a result, the monarchy 
was Anally overthrown and the republic 
placed on a firm basis, with white men at 
the head of the goverment.
